Article 1—To choose a Town Clerk, one select- 
man for three years, Treasurer, Tax Collector, one or 
more Highway Agents, one Trustee of Trust Funds 
for three years, two Library Trustees for three years 
and all other necessary town officers for the ensuing 
year, also to Elect a Delegate to the Constitutional 
Convention to be held at Concord, on May 11th, 
ILS ysy 


Article 2—To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise to pay outstanding notes and in- 
terest. 


Article 3—To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise to pay all other necessary Town 
expenses for the ensuing year. 


Article 4—To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise for the support of Town Poor. 


Article 5—To see if the town will vote to raise 
the amount of money required by law to secure State 
Aid on Class 5 highways plus any additional amounts 
necessary. 


Article 6—To see if the town will vote to accept 
State Aid for construction of the Class 2 road known 
as the Plainfield-Meriden Stage road, and raise for 
said purpose the sum of $1,171.50. The State will 
contribute $2,342.00 or will accept State aid for con- 
struction of Class 5 roads and raise the sum of $809.- 
35 and the State will contribute $3,237.40. 
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Article 7—To see what sum of money, if any, 
the town will vote to raise to assist citizens of Plain- 
field to Hospital expenses, also to appoint a commit- 
tee, or make resolutions regarding same. 


Article 8—To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise for Memorial Day. 


Article 9—To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise for Dr. E. L. Huse to assure the in- 
habitants of Plainfield the services of a resident 
physician. 


Article 10—To see what sum of money, if any, 
the town will vote to raise for snow removal. 


Article 11—To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of seventy-five dollars, 
issuance and distribution of printed matter calling 
attention to the resources in the Dartmouth-Lake 
Sunapee Region. Said appropriation to be disbursed 
by the Selectmen. 


Article 12—To see what sum of money, if any, 
the town will vote to raise for the control of white 
pine blister rust. 


Article 13—To see if the town will authorize 
the Selectmen to administer or dispose of any real 
estate acquired by the town through tax collector 


Deeds. 


Article 14—To see if the Town will vote to in- 
struct the Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation 
of taxes to be paid on or before one year pursuant 
to the laws of 1917. 


Article 15—To see if the town will vote to allow 
a discount of 2% on all 1938 Property taxes paid 
on or before July 10. 


Article 16—To see if the town will vote to dis- 
pense with delivering inventory blanks until the time 
of taking inventory. 
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Article 17—To see what action the town will 
take in regard to the report of the town officers.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Plainfield: 


I am pleased to submit herewith my fifth annual 
report on the doings of the Plainfield schools. This 
is the nineteenth in the series of Supervisory Reports. 
A great deal of this information is known to the 
members of the School Board and a few other citi- 
zens, but it may well be shown here as matter for 
future reference. 


Teachers 


In the teaching personnel only one change is 
noted, and that at the Brook School, where we have 
Miss Marion Rollins, a graduate of Keene Normal 
School in the class of 1936. 


Music 

Beginning with the fall of 1937, through an ar- 
rangement with Kimball Union Academy, we have 
had the services of Mr. George Lowe as music teach- 
er. His work with the pupils and teachers has shown 
steady improvement, as reflected in the ability of the 
children to sing and appreciate music. He deserves 
unusual credit for the work of producing ‘Pinafore’ 
last June, wherein students from the Academy and 
graded schools participated. That music has been 
improved to a great extent is shown in the songs at 
Christmas and Memorial Day exercises. I, for one, 
rejoice that children in the rural community can 
have this opportunity. 


The Meriden School 


At the annual district meeting last March a vote 
was passed, authorizing the School Board and a 
committee of two, Mr. Converse A. Chellis and Wes- 
ley W. Jordan, to move the Meriden schoolhouse to 
a new site. It was to be placed on a cement founda- 
tion with a suitable cellar, modern plumbing and 
furnace heat. The sum of $3,500 was appropriated 
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for this work. Your committee met on two or three 
occasions to discuss this project and held one meet- 
ing, at least, on the grounds about the Meriden 
school. The soil conditions there were found to be 
either too swampy in places or too rocky in others 
to admit of a reasonable expenditure for obtaining 
a cellar. This, added to the fact that the present 
school building does not fulfill all modern conditions 
desirable in schoolrooms, influenced the committee 
that it would be unwise to go ahead and do anything 
without first giving the voters of the District an op- 
portunity to determine whether or not a new school 
building is preferred. 

Conversations with some of the larger-tax payers 
and others in the community has led us to believe 
that a new school building should be erected. Ac- 
cordingly, the voters are given an opportunity to de- 
termine whether a lot should be purchased and a 
building erected threon. 


Minor Repairs 


A very small amount of minor repairs was done on 
the school building this summer, but it would be 
advisable to shingle the west side of the Plainfield 
School roof, as well as do some interior decorating in 
the Brook School. 


Enrollment 


The enrollment in the various schools is almost the 
same as that of a year ago and will be found on an- 
other page. 


Prizes and Awards 


Due to the fact that there was but one pupil in the 
eighth grade at Plainfield, graduation exercises were 
held at Meriden only. As heretofore, prizes were 
awarded at this time by the Honorable H. E. Ward.

Finances 


The appropriation for the support of schools for 
next year will be slightly less than for 1937, which 
is due to the increased amount we received from 
State Aid. It may be well to say here that our repre- 
sentative to the General Court should see to it that 
the State Board of Education has sufficient money to 
meet the demands of the rural schools. Our allot- 
ment this year had to be reduced by $175 because of 
an insufficient appropriation for this purpose by the 
legislature at the last General Assembly. 


Schoo! Nurse 


I am appending herewith the statistical report of 
the school nurse, who has been most active. The 
items included in the report indicate only a fraction 
of the work Mrs. Hasham has done in the matter of 
investigating cases and transporting children to the 
hospitals and clinics. It appears to me that she 
should have some remuneration for the extra out-of- 
town trips made on special clinical cases. 


Report of School Nurse 


January 1, 1987—January 1, 1938 


164 pupils were inspected for outstanding defects 
such as diseased tonsils, defective teeth, swol- 
len neck glands, nervous habits, poor posture, 
defective vision, skin infections, and pedicu- 
losis. 
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22 pupils were found poorly developed and nour- 
ished. 
28 pupils had defective teeth. 
18 pupils have enlarged or diseased tonsils. 
8 pupils have defective breathing. 
4 pupils have enlarged neck glands. 
5 pupils have nervous conditions. 
4 pupils have defective vision. 
13 pupils have poor posture.

10 pupils had dental correction.
